A selection  of 
the  best  can  be  made  only  by  those  who  have 
had  years  of  experience.  It  is  our  policy  to  give 
our  customers  the  benefit  of  our  knowledge  and 
to  list  only  those  varieties  which  have  received 
the  highest  awards  by  gladioli  experts  all  over 
the  country.

CULTURE.  There  is  no  flower  easier  to  raise  than 
the  gladiolus.  In  the  spring  the  clean,  round 
bulb  is  placed  in  the  ground  and  nature  and  an 
occasional  watering  takes  care  of  the  rest.  Even 
the  production  of  prize-winning  spikes  is  a sim- 
ple matter  and  full  directions  are  given  with  all 
bulbs  we  send'  out. 

THE  BULB
